FORTS AND CITIES 



Althoush Port Artinir Is dofendpil 
•with stubborn valor, its garrison is not 
epurrod to dosporation by tlio menuco 
wJiic'ii once limig over every I'ort whieli 
defied iin enemy. Tlic supreme motive 
of self-preservjition is liicluni; I'roiii tlie 
Kiis.>;;nn defence. The solilier.s laiow 
tliat, siiOiiid tticy lay down their arms, 
"they will he treated with every consid- 
cralion by the victorious Japanese. In 
the olden days the defenders, when cap- 
tured, v%-ere put to the sword. They 
liad, therefore, little iuducement to sur- 
render, and military history records no 
more desperate deeds than those done 
in defence of town or city by the 
iurghers, who fought, like rats in a 
trap, knowius that their choice was be- 
tween dyini: with weapon iu liand or 
•.■roui'iiiiii; at the kuees Of a merciless 
i/onqueror. If modern fortresses are 
iKiL so valiantly di'fended as of yi)re, 
this is till' explanation. The di>fe!ulers 
have less to lose by capitulation. 

THE CnUS.A.DKllS AT JERUSA- 
LEM. 

A famous siege was that of Acre, In 
the twelfth i-entury, when atlai-ked liy 
the crusaders under llichard ih..- Liun- 
Hearled. i'"or two years it licld out, 
then surreudevcd after its defend. -i-s 
had killed oUU.dlKJ w.ldiers, 5(K> bamns, 
40 earls, lli bishops, and six arcli- 
bisUops. Later, it was retaktn by \\<a- 
Waracens .'inil the delenders put to ill'' 
su-iird. .\niiiiiL;- the victims were the 
nuns, who had mutilated their facs, 
that they mig-lit not attract the ticrre 
eyes of their eouqueror.s. in ISIU Acre 
was captured from the Egyptians by 
tiir Robert Stafford. The longest seitre 
in history was that of Azolus or .Vsh- 
dod, invested by I'sammetichus. aii 
Egvptian inouarch, who spent 19 years 
in reducing the delencxs. The legend- 
ary seige of Troy occupied 10 years, 
That of Jerusalem by Titus, 70 A. D., 
was attended by uuparalled atrocities, 
when it finally capitulated. In th" 
eleventh century Jerusalem w.ts raii- 
tured by the Crusaders, and Tu.tiOO in- 
fidels were put to tlie sword. 

DEFENCE OF I'.A.SI.N'C IIOI-SE. 

Badajoz held out against the British 
only throe weeks, and in tliis leii;,'tli of

The forlili-j 
cations, which .surnioiinl every hill on 
the land side, are semi-closed work.s; but 
their gorges are protected by masonry, I 
loophooled ^valls almost; as solid and in-j 
accessilde as thosu of Tregautlo, Scraes- j 
dou or Poi-tsdowu hill. Those forts, j 
constructed under tho eyes of General 
A'ernandor, of tho Engineers, a worthy) 
successor to Todleben, .aro on the kapou-' 
icr trace; their kaponiers deeply sunk i 
in tho ditch are also protected by coun-| 
ler.scarp and escarp galleries. Their | 
guns, which consist of 5.9 iu. taken j 
from the Chinese, and 7, 10 and 12 in. 
breechloaders of Obukoft pattern, are 
motiutcHl either en barbette or on over- 1 
bank lire carriages of Ihe Poutiloff pat- 1 
tern. Tho total number of guns iu tho' 
fortress is given by Ihe Kussiaua as 1 
■!UU. 1 couiued ten hill forts, four sea 
batteries of eighioeu to six tuns each, 
and oslimatcd the number of guu^ on \ 
tJoldeu hill as fifty or sixty, divided j 
amongst six to eight batteries. The four 1 
batteries to tho soutlt of th« iiarbor 
entrance strike the practiced eye, No 
guirs are seen, but from the interior 
of tho harbor, above the Tiger tail tor- 
pedo boat sheds, they can, and have] 
been, counted and noted and their de-j 
scripiion forwarded lo Tokio. From thoi 
sea ii is imiiossible lo count, or evt>n : 
to locate, ihe balteries on tiiddcu hill, j 
Their proliles are so low and so care- ! 
fully covered with grass or malorial of 
tin; same color as the snrrounding ground ' 
that they are invisible; but the guns do 
nol lire through embrasures. Their car- 
riages from a distance look liko 10 
or 32 in. Poutiloff pattern, which aro 
well known to artillerists all over tho 
world. lAke the works at Kertch and 
the now batteries at Batouiu, they are 
all placed high above the sea. Thus 
they command a tnreater range, can 
bring jdunging fire to bear on ship's 
ilerks, and are tbemsolvcs almo.st safe 
from direct, as oi)|)osod to high-angle, 
lire. Uy the latter uloiio can_ they, as a 
rule, be struck. The protection to gun- 



ners and guns in those works Is very ef- 
fective. There is no difflculty from 
smoke as in works with dosed galleries, 
nor can men serving the pieces be struck 
by splinters of stone, for the worlcs are 
earth. 

The eomniunications between the bat- 
teries, which can be seen from the land 
yiLei.^iro 'safe Jrom, search by enfilade, 
by-tfiSiPlFaBe; the prologatiou of which 
falls either on tho site of other works 
or inaccessible land positions. Tliey are 
liiililen from direct view and fire by 
Coldeu hill on tlio north side o£. the 
harbor entrance, and on the south they 
ar(e almost invisible from the sea; the 
communications between all parts o£ 
the dei'euccs and the town, etc., axe ex- 
cellent macadamized roads safe from 
fire. 

The exact number of projectiles per 
gun is not known, but as for two and a 
hall' years ammunition lias been sent 
boin liy land and sea to Port Arthur, it 
is iiriibahly as large as that at Kertch, 
Sovaslopol or Batoum, Groats; tinned 
provisions, wines and spirts have been 
brought in enormous quantities from 
Hussia, Euglaud, Japan, and above all, 
-Mnerica and France, to Port Arthur. 
Hread, meat and vegetables are dearer 
and .scarce in comparison. Vegetables 
come from Manchuria. Meat used to 
come daily in Buttoriiold and Swdre's 
bunt from Cliefoo. Tho wells aro uu- 
merous_. The soil is liiuoslonc, rainfall 
lieavy in spriui,' only, climate in summer 
and winter almost rainless. The old 
Chinese weils aro foul and dangerous. 
The new Russian wells are better, and 
in garrison towns the Russians boil all 
\vater issued to troops. Tho abattoirs, 
situate near the Artillery park, north- 
east oi' ilie harbor, are large aud well 
.'in aiigi il. immense stores of forage 
havi,' lieeii accumuKitod, but tho daily 
coiisumiiiioii is very large. Numbers of 
horses, mules aud donkeys have been 
brought lo the jilace. Useless mouths 
have all, or nearly all, disaiipoart^l. 
There can be no douiil that whoever 
allempts to take Port Arlliur will hav« 
a dillicult task. Tho garrisou now 
stands probably at aljout 20,000 men 
with say 10,0UL» sailors. Aud it would 
be well for our readers to take the testi- 
money of an eye-witness and beUeTe, 
that, contrary to some report of our 
press, the <|\mlity of these troops is first 
class. Lately a good many men have 
been diverted from the fortress On the 
Yalu river and Liaoyang.

ut the Jionio ports will bo ai'limlly nio- 
billzw!, and will proeowl under their re- 
sect ive roar aihnirals to reinforce the 
Heels to which they have lieini iirevioiitdy 
allllialeil. The hostile lleet will be rcpre- 
si'iite<l iu>\I year by various bi;^ cruis- 
ers (.as a slu'letDii eiiciny), wliieli uill 
slart on unlciiown dates from nnl; rio\-.ii 
places lo repi'eseiiL tlio iiiovemen;s ot 
the imaginary jiower. The coiiimaielers- 
irHchiet and oUrm- Hag oDlcers all over 
lire world will have to act thronshout on 
their own initiative; they will ibe resiHWi-

Th© result 
of the meeting was that ii few canuory- 
meii decided upon the following propos- 
ed leK-islation: A weekly close of thirty- 
six hours duriii.i,' the open nioiUlis of in- 
t .irveiiinj,' lisliiii^' seasons, and a com- 
lilele shut-down for the years TJOG and 
l!)(l,S. In li)07 tish iiuiy be caught with- 
out restraint. It further states that 
these people will introduce a bill and 
secure its passage by the lesislaturo at 
the next .session which shall mako it 
unlawful for salmon i.'f any kind to bo 
taken in IDOti und .li)()S. Tho article 
lieiu that tho time of critical danger 
hud arrived, and that it was necessary to 
take .stmio steps to protect fish and can- 
ning companies and their resources, and 
that co-operation was necessary. 

"If a bill of this nature, prohiOjiting 
seine and gill net tishermeu from tishiug 
and earning a Uvelihood for themselves 
and families -wero passed, become a law 
ami 'bo enforced, it wouUl prove most 
disastrous lo more than ti.olM) seine and 
Li-ill net fi.s'liermeii who live on the 
S.uind.
